TM Cushing, and the Board of Health are both concerned 
about what will happen on January first, when a new law, 
which states that all garbage served to swine must first be 
cooked, goes into effect. Of course, the problem will be 
wider than just the bounds of this town, but ‘it is this town 
with which these gentlemen are concerned. 

_ At the present time there are a number of farms in Wil- 
mington that keeps swine, the total number of licenses issued 
in this regard being, we believe, 22. Some of these farms 
have only a few swine but others derive their livlihood from 
the keeping of these animals The larger farms have con- 
tracts with different towns, cities and restaurants to collect 
their garbage, and it is these farms that will be hardest hit. 
The new law is an attempt to stamp out the so-called VE di- 
‘ease, which has already hit the Middlesex County farmers 
hard, because of quarantines that have been imposed, 

VE is short for Vesicular Emphysema, a disease, infectous, 
that afflicts swine in the lungs. It can be combatted by hav- 
ing all their food cooked, which is the reason behind the law. 

Middlesex County, right here in Massachusetts, happens 
to be one of the largest counties in the United States, in a 
swine census, and this law is going to be hard on the New Eng- 
land farmers, A, cooker, to take care of garbage for a town 
the size of Wilmington costs in the neighborhood of $2500, 
and on top of that there will be the daily operating costs, diffi- 
cult to estimate at the present time, but possibly in.the neigh- 
borhood of $20 or more. In total this could amount to quite 
a bit of money, and the farmers of tlis county will be hard- 
pressed without a doubt. Many of them are considering going 
out of business. 

If the swine breeders go out of business, what is going to 
become of the garbage which they have conveniently taken 
care of in the past? That is the $64 question that is facing our 
TM and our Board of Hedlth. 


THE SIDELINKER KENNELS 


In some ways, at least, our Town Manager is being’ very 
fair to Mr. Sidelinker, the owner of the kennels on Main 
street. He has been quite lenient in some respects, and he 
realizes that it is impossible for Sidelinker to find a place 
quickly jn which he can transfer the dogs. We know of other| 
people in this town who are not so openminded about it, and| 
who have expressed an opinion that personal revenge should) 
be taken on Sidelinker, by depriving him of his job. 

There are other things, however, about which we have 
been wondering. It would take a smart lawyer, perhaps to 
answer the questions fully, and we do not proclaim ourselves| 
to know anything about the law. At the same time we have] 
noticed that even lawyers have different points of view about! 
each and every law, so we feel that we can chime in with a 
few ourselves, (even if we can’t bill somebody for it) | 

Sidelinker had a hearing before the Selectmen, last fall, 
in which neighbors testified that his dogs were a nuisance.| 
They liked Sidelinker, but they didn’t like his dogs. The Se- 
lectmen found that the kennel license should be revoked, and 
they so advised the County Commissioners, at the same time} 
da 


asking that he have ninety in which to do get rid of his} 
dogs. The County Commissioners concurred, and gave Side- 
linker seven days. Sidelinker appealed to the court, as was 
his right 


There was never a hearing in court, in spite of the fact 
that Chapter 137 of the General Laws states that the court 
shall be the final judge, and that both parties shall be bound 
by that judgement. Instead, on the first of April, the Town 
Manager instructed the Town Clerk to refuse to renew Side- 
linker’s license, on the grounds that Sidelinker was not in a 
business zone. 

That, to our way of thinking, was dodging the issue. 
We are not in accord with having a kennel where it is, and 
we are no particular lovers of dogs, but our American way of 
life has a few guarantees, to which we feel that every citizen, 
including Sidelinker, is entitled 

The law sptcifically says, according to our reading of it, 
that a dog or kennel SHALL be licensed, and that a Town 
Clerk SHALL issue the license. There are no ifs, ands, or 
buts, that we can find, in Chapter 137, in this matter. Side- 
linker appealed to the court, on the issue that he had been de- 
prved of his right to have a license, by the County Commis- 
sioners. By appealing, the revoking of that license was with- 
held, until the court could sit in judgement. When the Town 
Manager refused to renew it, he stated that the issue was 
dead. In a sense, he was right, for we understand that the 
court will not, under ordinary circumstances, consider a “dead 
I.cense, but the point of the matter is that Sidelinker never 
has his day in court. . . . 

In our estimation, Sideélinker, right or_wrong, is entitled 
to acday in court, on the original issue. There is nothing in 
the laws, that we can. find, that says. that a kennel is. a .busi- 


ness. There is no by-law, of Wilmington that says this, either.
